PARIS, Sept. 25.—Gains by the al­ 
lies at Aisne w ere freely claimed by 
the military authorities today.

Lack of Uniform Scales on the 


Ranches Seems to Bother 


Local Shippers, 


T h ere seem s to be a m easure of d is­ 
c o n te n t am ong grow ers and shippers 
of b ean s and w alnuts in reg ard to the 
new fed eral law providing th a t net 
w eights m u st be m arked on the bags. 
It seem s th a t in the m a tte r of beans 
p a rticu la rly th ere is considerable dis- 
astisfactio n . The law is in terp reted 
to m ean th a t bean grow ers cleaning 
th e ir product a t hom e 
and 
p utting 
them in bags ready for sh ipm ent m u st 
m ark th e n e t contents on the sacks. 
T he difficulty is th a t th e grow ers can 
hardly p u t up th eir beans on th eir 
ran ch e s ready for m ark et and be con­ 
tain th a t they are com plying w ith the 
law for th e reaso n th a t scales on th e 
farm s a re n o t used a g re a t deal and 
g et out of o rd er easily. 
S h ip p ers m ain tain th a t they can get 
closer w eights w nen five or six bags 
are w eighed a t one tim e. As it is now 
each bag of beans m ust be w eighed 
se p ara tely and as a re su lt 
of 
this 
th ere is said to be an average differ­ 
ence of ab o u t tw'o pounds on each lot 
of five o r six bags. 
A n o th er thing which it ap p ears is 
cau sin g 
d issatisfactio n 
am ong 
bean 
grow ers is th a t they now lose th eir 
sacks w'lien they sell th eir beans. 
B ean and w alnut m en seem to be 
in doubt as to th e value of the law' by 
v irtu e of th e fa c t th a t th e re is sm all 
likelihood of th e beans and w alnuts 
being resold in the east on the w eights 
m arked on th e bags here. 
G row ers 
argue th a t e aste rn w holesale and re ­ 
tail m en w ill rew eigh th e goods they 
buy re g ard less of the figures m arked 
on th e bags. 
As an in stan ce of the trouble th a t 
sh ip p ers a re experiencing a t present 
m ay bo cite d th e fact th a t yesterday 
a load of beans w as brought in to the 
packing house of ti.

INDUSTRIAL HEALTH 


The im portance of the problem of 
Industrial sanitation is gradually be­ 
coming more 
fully 
realized. 
Some 
employers, indeed, even yet apparent­ 
ly take the ground that, if workmen 
are willing to labor under insanitary 
conditions, it is no concern of their 
employers. The New York State Fac­ 
tory Investigating Commission, which 
has carefully studied the 
conditions 
under which about two hundred thou­ 
sand wage-earners work, reports that 
“there is a tendency on the part of I 
many employers to economize not only 
in m atters of legitim ate expense but 
also in space, light, air, and certain 
other safeguards to the 
health 
and 
lives of the workers.” 
The report of 
the State Board of H ealth of Louis-! 
luna indicates that over 50 per centj 
of all the 
m anufacturing 
establish- j 
ments in the state are in ‘ poor” 
or 
“bad” 
sanitary 
conditions. 
Most 
states have no available figures, but i 
New' York and Louisiana are so far, 
from each other geographically, econ-! 
omically and socially, that, for lack of 
better, we may take these two reports I 
as an index of industrial health condi­ 
tions generally throughout the United 
States. On the whole, says The Jour­ 
nal of the American Medical Associa-j 
tion, with each year employers tend to 
appreciate more and more the commer-j 
cial value to them of sanitary working i 
conditions for their employees. 
B. S. W arren of the United 
States 
Public H ealth Service points out that! 
the false economy involved in neglect I 
of sanitation inevitably leads to great­ 
ly lessened efficiency and is thus really i 
expensive for the employer in the end j 
The highest efficiency is j/ossible only j 
when the health of workers is favored 
by good air and light, proper arrange- j 
ment of hours of labor and the m ain-1 
tenance of the safeguards of health.

“On behalf of The F irst Church of 
Christ, Scientist, of Santa Ana, I bid 
you all welcome. 
“For the benefit ot these unfam iliar 
with the C hristian organization I will 
state m at tne church here is a branch 
of

Church, 
The 
F irst 
Church of C hrist, Scientist, in Boston, 
Mass. 
“In this connection it will be of 
benefit to all of us to consider the def­ 
inition of Church as Mrs. Eddy has 
given it to us in ‘Science and H ealth 
W ith Key to 
the 
Scriptures,’ 
the 
Christian Science textbook. 
On page 
683 we read: 
" ‘Cnurc,h. 
A structure of T ruth and 
Love, w hatever rests upon and pro­ 
ceeds 
from 
Divine 
Principle. 
The 
Church is th at institution that affords 
proof of its utility and is found ele­ 
vating the race, rousing the dorm ant 
undestanding from m aterial beliefs to 
the apprehension of Divine ideas and 
the dem onstration of Divine Science, 
thereby casting out devils, or error, 
and healing the B ick.’ 
“One method th at Mrs. Eddy chose 
for ‘rousing the dorm ant understand 
iug from M aterial beliefs to the ap 
prehension of Divine ideas’ w as the 
establishm ent of a board of lecture­ 
ship. The m em bers of this board are 
chosen because of their fitness to pre 


om nipresence and 
omnipotence th at 
Jesus the C hrist did 
his 
wonderful 
works, forgiving (i. e. destroying) sin, 
healing all m anner of disease, causing 
the blind to see, the deaf to hear, the 
dumb to speak, the lame to walk, rais­

To 
read the Gospel records from an un­ 
prejudiced standpoint means to rec­ 
ognize th at Jesus the C hrist proved 
his teaching by his works and th at he 
never com m itted the error of preach­ 
ing w ithout practice.

enjoined upon his disciples the doing j 
of the works in connection with 
th e;

thousand dollars for the expenses of 
printing and lithographing said bonds

The people of the State of California do 
enact as follows:

An act to provide for the issuance and 
sale of state bonds to create a fund for 
th# construction, erection, equipment, 
completion and furnishing of a state 
building or buildings upon a lot of land 
In the city and county of San Francis­ 
co, to ba used by the officers and de­ 
partments of the state which are locat­ 
ed In said city and county of San F ra n ­ 
cisco, which lot of land has been se­ 
cured from the city and county of 8an 
Francisco in exchange for the lot here­ 
tofore purchased by the state fo r aaid 
purposes; and to create a sinking fund 
for the payment of said bonds; and de­ 
fining the duties of state officers In re ­ 
lation thereto; and making an appro­ 
priation of one thousand dollars for the 
printing and sale of said bonds; and 
providing for the aubmisalon of. this act 
to tho vote of the people. 


The people of the State of California do 
enact as follows: 
SECTION I. 
For Hie purpose of pro- 
vifiing a fund for Hie paym ent of th e in ­ 
debtedness authorized to be Incurred by’ 
he com m ission 
for 
tile 
construction, 
erection, equipm ent, com pletion and fu r­ 
nishing of a sta te building or buildings 
in the city and county of San F rancisco 
s provided In an act entitled "A n A ct to 
provide for Hie 
construction, 
erection, 
equipm ent and furnishing of a building or 
buildings in th e city’ and county of San 
Francisco am i for the im provem ent of 
Hie grounds thereof for the use and oc- 
upaney of the officers and d ep artm en ts 
of the sta te governm ent of th e S ta te of 
allfornia located in said city and coun 
ty of San Francisco, and repealing o th er 
acts In conflict herew ith,” the sta te tre a s 
urer shall, im m ediately after Hie issuant;

An act to provide for the issuance and 
sale of state bonds to be known as 
"state fa ir grounds bonds,” to provide 
a fund for the acquirement of additional 
land for the enlargement and extension 
of the state fa ir grounds in the city of 
Sacramento, the erection of additions to 
buildings now existing on said grounds, 
the erection of new buildings thereon, 
the equipping of said buildings and the 
general improvement and beautification 
of said state fa ir grounds as a complete 
plant for the exhibition and exploita­ 
tion of the resources and products of 
the state; appropriating the proceeds 
thereof for said purposes and providing 
for the manner in which the same shall 
be expended; creating 
a 
sinking 
and 
interest fund for the payment of in ter­ 
est on said bonds and the redemption 
thereof, m aking an appropriation there­ 
for and providing for the collection of 
revenue for such purposes; making an 
appropriation for the expense of pre­ 
paring such bonds and providing for the 
submission of this aet to a vote of the 
people. 


The people of the State of California do 
enact aa follows: 
SECTION I. 
F or the purpose of c re a t­ 
ing and providing a fund for Hie Indebt­ 
edness hereby authorized to be incurred, 
as herein after provided, the sta te tre a s ­ 
urer shall im m ediately a fte r the issuance 
of Hie proclam ation of Hie governor, pro ­ 
vided for in section ten hereof prepare 
one thousand five hundred suitable bonds 
of the S ta te of California, in the denom i­ 
nation of five hundred dollars each. The 
whole issue of said bonds shall not ex ­ 
ceed the sum of seven hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, an d said bonds shall 
bear in terest a t the ra te of four per cen ­ 
tum per annum from the date of issuance 
thereof, and both principal and in terest 
shall be payable In gold coin of the p res­

of 
records in the Police Commission and 
Internal Revenue offices reveals the 
fSct that Sen Francisco has 4213 
places where liquor is legally sold and 
nearly 1800 “blind pigs.” 
At least, 
this was the state of affairs at th# 
latest date, for which complete fig* 
tires are available. 
Uncle Sam col­ 
lected Internal revenue tax from W06 
retail liquor dealers. The Police Com­ 
mission collected $126 a quarter for 
licenses from each of 2164 retail li­ 
quor sellers. They also gave free per­ 
mits Ie £164 other liquor dealers, who 
are permitted to sell only by the pock- 
age and In quantities not less than 
one quart. This list Includes grocers, 
druggists and many others who do 
mot sell by the glass. The two lists 
la the Police Commission’s office ac­ 
count for 4218 of those who have paid 
the Internal revenue tax. 
Who are 
the other 1292 who have sworn that 
they intend to engage in the business 
cf setting booze In San Francisco? 
Manifestly they are illicit Joints. 
1E00 “Blind Pigs" Bays Royal Arch. 
That this Is not a new state of af­ 
fairs is shown by the following quo­ 
tation from the Wholesalers’ and Re­ 
tailers’ Review for March, 1912. Re­ 
porting a conference between Mayor 
Rolph, the Board of Police Commis­ 
sioners ( and representatives of the 
Royal Arch, the Review says: 
“It was a startling statement that 
Past Grand Valiant Commander Wm. 
C. Wood, spokesman for the Knights 
of the Royal Arch committee, made 
when he said there were about 1200 
’blind pigs’ in the city. 
According 
to figures compiled by bim, there are 
4500 internal revenue licenses in 8an 
Francisco, of which 2100 are bona 
fide retail • liquor dealers possessing 
a municipal license. 
Of the other 
2400 only 1200 are reputable drug­ 
stores and grocery stores. 
‘This 
leaves 1200 that, from experience and 
observation,’ said Mr. Wood, it is safe 
to say can be called ‘blind pigs.’ ’* 
According to Past Grand Valiant 
Commander Wood’s 
figures, there 
were then only 3800 legalised liquor 
establishments in Sen F ran cisco. We 
now seem to have 4213, an increase of 
nearly 1000: yet the “blind pigs" are 
now more numerous than then. 
In­ 
creasing the licensed places has not 
suppressed the unlicensed joints. 
Some people think that prohibition 
produces “bUnd pigs.’’ These records 
would indicate that license breeds 
them even more rapidly. 
Perhaps 
prohibition 
merely 
reveals 
them. 
With 
saloons 
and 
other 
licensed 
plaoes closed, it Is quite natural that 
public attention should more quickly 
be attracted to such dives as remain. 
1800 Blind Pigs in Ban Francisco. 
Probably not one In a thousand of 
San Francisco’s citizens today bas any 
idea that there are 1300 unlicensed 
joints selling booze In this city. But 
suppose prohibition carries in Novem­ 
ber end 90 days later the 4213 licensed 
saloons and liquor shops go out of 
business end only 600 UlloM dives re­ 
main. How long will It take for the 
whole city to learn that liquor Is be­ 
ing sold illegally? In a few days ev­ 
erybody win know It, and there will 
probably be a tremendous bowl about 
the failure of prohibition. 
Yet the 
fact will remain that prohibition has 
closed up over 4000 licensed places 
and 800 unlicensed ones, and has fo­ 
cused public attention on tho remain­ 
ing joints, thus making possible their 
destruction. Prohibition does net pro-. 
duce “blind pigs,’’ it reveals them. 
No sensible person expects that the 
mere enactment of prohibition wUl 
suddenly put an end to lawlessness 
Which the liquor traffic has been fos­ 
tering for years. No other Institution 
bas treated law with such contempt 
ss bas the saloon. Where does regu­ 
lation regulate? On what day of thai 
year do our licensed saloons fail.to 
break the laws and ordinances made 
for their restriction? When have 
brewers and wholesalers refused to 
supply blind pigs and bootleggers? 
The liquor traffic Is essentially law­ 
less, and after a century of It* evil In­ 
fluence it la not to be expected that 
there Will suddenly come such a Re­ 
spect for law that no liquor will be 
Sold In prohibition territory. 
What 
the friends of prohibition claim is 
that it Improves conditions mightily, 
puts the liquor traffic In the way of 
complete suppression mid hastens the 
day when law' will be respected and 
obeyed.

PARENTS IND PUPILS, 
SAYS SUPT. CRANSTON 


School opens Monday, September 28. 
W ashington school, sometimes known as Central, will 
be open to white children only, on account of the fact that 
the Catholic church has organized a private school for 
other pupils, and for the further reason that the large in­ 
crease in attendance last year, and the prospective increase 
for this year, makes the use of W ashington school for white 
children only, imperative. 
The first six grades will be represented at W ashington 
school, but no kindergarten. W ashington school has been 
repainted and tinted and put in first class condition for the 
comfort and convenience of pupils and teachers. 
Parents are requested to send their children to the 
school nearest their homes. Superintendent Cranston may 
find it necessary later to modify this plan, on account of 
congested conditions that may arise in certain schools. 
Parents of kindergarten children should take notice 
that the kindergarten age is from four and one-half to six 
years. However, if a child will be four and one-half years 
of age within three months of the opening of the school 
term, he may be admitted. 
The same rule applies to the 
children entering the first grade; that is, that they shall 
be six years of age, or shall become six years of age within 
three months of the opening of the school term. 
Parents are urgently requested to see that their chil­ 
dren begin school the first day, Monday, September 28, 
and that they be prompt and regular in attendance during 
the school year. This request is made, not only in the in­ 
terest of the parents and children, but in the interest of the 
taxpayers as well. 
There will be a general teachers’ meeting on Satur­ 
day, September 26, at IO a. rn., in the music room of the 
High School. All teachers are requested to be present. 


HIGHSCHOOL 


All students desiring to entei; the High School must 
enroll tomorrow or Wednesday. 
No enrollments will be 
made after Wednesday. Principal McMath stated that all 
students must be on time Monday morning. 
School will 
start promptly at the usual hour.
